Ills bomb vest. It exploded prematurely 
under the airplane.

"lie Immediately dropped two smoke 
bombs as a signal of distress. But at 
that minute he saw another airman 
drop two smoke- bombs and hover dowi 
througli engine trouble. 
"As McNamara stid to me, 'I could 
not let the poor devil stay down there 
and not try to rescue him.' 
Well, be 
descended but as his airplane was bull 
for only one the other man hart to climb 
Into the space between the planes. Ail 
this time the Turks were busy shooting 
at them. With his extra passenger Mc- 
Namara tried to descend. But tho leg 
was terribly painful with

that the machine swerved and toppled 
over as it was moving along tho ground 
preliminary to rising. Thoy were pris- 
oners for a certainty unless they man- 
aged to moke- tho other machine go.

MnNamara nearly fainted several times 
through the loss of blood and pain bu't 
by putting his head outside Into the 
rushing air he recovered.

distributed In this manner, this con- 
stituting, in effect, a rebate ot approxi- 
mately 25 per cent, on the state tax of 
every city and town in the state.
